Tbe feoa) militia was ralUd wo 
Bervlcci aad aach member given 50 
roiinda of ammunition, with inatruc- 
lic.nn to use It in the defense of thoir 
own bodlcB, Iheir friends and fami- 
lies, to protect property and proBerve 
peace wltWn tbe limits of the city. 
Bach member was cautioned not to 
act hastily, but to exercise rool Ju(}g- 

■ meal ssii fi'f \viilio\ii provoca- 
tion. 

Oapt. George W. Albrecht divided 
bis company into three squada and 
they wer^' assigned to do patrol work 
night. One squad was stationed 
at the L. and N. and Sou i hern pa.s- 
•enger depot, one at the L*. and N. 
freight olllce and one at thct Cumber- 
laud hotel. 

PickeU w<« stationed on thfc 
TotSmky where the mountain men 
were expected to cov^ and repeat 
their lawleaa act» of the previous 
night. There wa.s no demonstration 
within the city llmita, but at times a 
great amount of shooting occurred 
tn the outskirts. 

All suspiclouB looking people who 
w-ire seen by the piekets were halted 
and an explanation of their move- 
monta demanded. There wore no de- 
roonatrationa on the part of men in 
sympathy with the outlaws. 

Cap'. Albrocht placed his company 
at the disposal of Sheriff Tyrua How- 
ard, and he was expected to summon 
a>lioase ot armed oittsens to co-oper- 
ate with the mliltia In attempting to 
local Prank Hall, but he refused to 
act and notified the county authori- 
ties thai be would reaign. Bell coun- 
ty la without a eherift. Deputy sher- 
iffs and local officers appear to be ut- 
terly i>owerles8 to handle th6, aitna- 
tlou.

The eily of Paducah Is to el.i't a police Jiidnc tor four years, and 
five aldermen, eight cuuncilmen, and seven cichool trustees for two years. 

The county Is to elect a Jndge, clerk oC the county and /Circuit 
roiirts. sheriff, county attorney, jailer, assessor, surveyor, county school 
superinlendeiit, ivpresentallve and senatof. 

A voti' Is to be taken on whether or not to permit hoga to run at 
large in the county outside of the city, or In the city, too, for that mat- 
ter, although there is already In force a hog ordinance. 

The county and city, tilont; with all olbcrs iO the stall*, arc in 
vote on the constitutional amendment, which amendment ia desired by 
the Democratic politicians to. prevent Democrats and others from voting 
as they please In the future, and force those Democrats who now VQte 
independently, to come back with the gang, or lose caste. 

McCracken county has usually been Democratic and Paducah has 
frequently been Republican, but condltiions this year are different from 
those of any other, and big surprises may be In store for the Democrats. 

There Is Democratic disafl'(>cl ion in lioili ( il\ and < (iun!>-. but low liat 
extent U wiill manifest itself tomorrow, remains to be setn. The Repub- 
licans expect to elect county and city tickets. They have put up good men 
for all the offices, and have assurance from many Democrats that the Re- 
publican tickets will receive the support of hundreds of Democrats, who 
have pcKcivcd the way things are drifting in city and county affadra, 
and desire a change.

It Is unlawful to rhan-j;.' or at- 
tempt to change the polllnn place 
until on the morning oi the ei'cMon, 
and then it can only be done if for 
a good cause the election cannot be 
held at the place appointed, and 
only when the JI DOKS rep.-«pentlng 
the OPFO.-^l.vt; parties ( oncur In do- 
ing ao, and then the duty rests upon 
them of announcing the 'place to 
which 111 ' chantce has been made, 
and po.s'lnK notice of the change at 
the door of the place from which the 
change Is made. A severe penalty Is 
denounced under the statnte for any 
chango made otherwlce than as here 
stated. 

II— CHALLiDNaBRa AKI> INSPEC- 

TORS. 

A challenger from each party — 

Oemocrat ic, Hepublic an and Prohibi- 
tion— ^Is entitled ip enter the polls 
and remain In the voting place dur- 
ing the time the votes aro cast. If 
be presents a oert>lflcate of appoint- 
ment in writing, signed by the chair 
man of tho county or other local 
committee of his political party., 

An Inspector Is eatitltd to enter 
the voting place at the close of vot- 
iim. and lieiore i ouiitlng beRins, and 
ho must be admitted In such place 
If he has his credentials from th« 
dounty ezccuUlve committer of his 
political parly. IT. IS NOT NECBS- 
iSAHY KOIt A CII.M.I.RNOKK OR 
INSPECTOR TO LIVK I.N llIK PRE 
CINCT. They come as the represejit- 
attves of their reapective partiea.and 
any one whose oertlflcate of appolnt- 
inenl Is siKU d as above indiiated 
has a ri.Bihl to come and pi'rforiu the 
duties assigned to him. 

If any election officer shoult). re- 
fuse to permit a challenger or In- 
spector of any rei;ular |>olitical par- 
ty having n ticket lo be vot'd for at 
the election, and who has been duly 
appointed and presents the certifi- 
cate of his appointment, duly at- 
lesied, to perform his duty ns chal- 
len;ii'r or Inspector, as the ease may 
be, he- i- Milijer I lo a line of not less 
I ban l&U nor more than $500.

If any election officer falls to ap- 
pear at the voting place for thirty 



minutes after 6 o'clock, then the 
OTHER offloer of the SAME POLIT- 
ICAL AFFILIATIOfi with the absen- 
tee has the rifjlit to appoint a person 
to act In his stead. IX THIS AP- 
POINTMENT THE OFFICERS REP- 
RESENTING THE OTHER PARTY 
HAVE NO VOICE. If two of the 6f- 
flcers of one parly fall to attend for 
thirty minutes after 6 o'clock, then 
It Is the duty Of the other offleprs to 
notify the voters then assembled of 
the same political affiliation with the 
absent officers, fo fill tho places of 
the two absent offlceis. This vote 
must be confined to those of the 
same political affiliation with the 
absent officers.
